two of its contractors have 
been charged under Alber¬ 
ta’s Environmental Protec¬ 
tion and Enhancement Act 
with 90 counts of dumping 
poorly treated sewage wa¬ 
ter into the Athabasca Riv¬ 
er. 

The companies, which 
were all charged back in 
Februaiy 2008, are also ac¬ 
cused of providing mislead¬ 
ing and false information to 
the province for two years 
at Suncor’s work camp 
north of Fort McMurray. 

“This is serious, we are 
prosecuting at the mo¬ 
ment, this is before the 
courts,” said Premier Ed 
Stelmach in the legislature 
yesterday. 

“We are monitoring it 
and this shows the system 
is working.” 

The government accuses 
Suncor and its contractors, 
Compass Group of Canada 
and R&D McCabe Ltd., 
of “knowingly (providing) 
misleading or false infor¬ 
mation” sometime be¬ 
tween August 2005 and 
January 2007 regarding dis¬ 
posal of waste. 

“These charges once 
again show that the gov¬ 
ernment’s system of letting 
industry report and police 
itself is incredibly flawed,” 
said Mike Hudema, a 
Greenpeace spokesperson. 

Suncor is expected to ap¬ 
pear in a Fort McMurray 
provincial courtroom April 
2 on the charges and the 
province says the maxi¬ 
mum penalty for the 
charges is a $1 million fine.

Country mourning after teen kills 15 in shooting spree 


A 17-year-old in black 
combat gear killed 15 
people in southwest Ger¬ 
many yesterday in a 
shooting spree that start¬ 
ed at his former school. 

The gunman, identified 
by police as Tim 
Kretschmer, entered the 
school in the town of Win¬ 
nenden at about 9:30 a.m. 
and began firing with a 9- 
mm Beretta pistol at stu¬ 
dents in a classroom. 

He killed nine students, 
including eight teenage 
girls, and three women 


teachers, as well as one 
person in front of a clinic 
opposite the school, be¬ 
fore fleeing with a hostage 
in a car hijacked at 
a local supermar¬ 
ket. 

Police said most 
of the victims at the 
Albertville-Re¬ 
alschule had been 
shot in the head _ 
and a further seven Tim 
pupils, all female, Kretschmer 
were injured.

While working on the 
pieces, Dowdell recreated 
some of the conditions that 
early seamstresses would 
have faced.

for hours in a hard wooden 
chair. 

“There are certain ele¬ 
ments that I can recreate to 
gain some insight into life 
back then and what it was 
like to live and work as one 
of these people.”

Billionaires not immune to economy 


economy Amid a global re¬ 
cession, the world’s bil¬ 
lionaires have been shorn 
of shockingly huge 
chunks of their net worth, 
while others are no longer 
billionaires at all. And the 
few Canadians among 
them have not been 
spared. 

According to Forbes 
magazine, which unveiled 
its annual compilation of 
billionaires last night, 355 
of the world’s ultra-rich 
dropped off the rarefied 
list, including four from 
Canada and media mogul 
Ted Rogers, who died last 
year. 

It’s the first time since 
2003 that the number of 
billionaires shrank. 

There are 793 billion¬ 
aires in the world, com¬ 
pared with 1,125 last year. 
In Canada, where there 
were 25 in 2008, just 20 
remain, and they lost a 
collective $29.4 billion. 

Topping Canada’s list 
this year was the Thom¬ 
son family, involved in 
media ventures and infor¬ 
mation distribution com¬ 
pany Thomson Reuters, 
with a net worth of $13 
billion, significantly down 
from last years estimate of 
$18.9 billion. 

Next is Galen Weston of

food giants George West¬ 
on Ltd. and Loblaw Co.

The Irving family 
of Saint John, N.B., owners 
of oil, forestry and news¬ 
paper companies, came in 
third at $3.9 billion, down 
from $6.7 billion. 

Montreal’s Paul Des- 
marais, head of Power 
Corp., and Guy Laliberte, 
founder and owner of the 
famous Cirque du Soleil, 
rounded out the top five. 

Laliberte was one of just 
44 in the world whose net 
worth increased in the 
last year. 

The richest man in the 
world was Microsoft 
founder Bill Gates, who last 
year was No. 2 behind in¬ 
vestor Warren Buffet. Even 
though Gates lost $18 bil¬ 
lion over the past year, he is 
still worth $40 billion.

Authorities seek reason behind Alabama shooting 


Authorities grappled yes¬ 
terday for the reason a 27- 
year-old Alabama man 
shot dead 10 people, 
including his mother, be¬ 
fore killing himself after a 
gunbattle with police and 
a car chase down a rural 
highway. 

Michael McLendon, who 
lived with his mother, 
killed five of his victims 
in Tuesday’s shooting 
spree at a mobile home in 
Samson, in southeastern 
Alabama, according to a 
local coroner and Wyn- 


nton Melton, mayor of 
nearby Geneva. 

The victims at the mo¬ 
bile home included the 
wife of a local deputy 
sheriff and her child. He 
also killed two people at a 
convenience store and a 
man in a pickup truck 
who died during a car 
chase as McLendon appar¬ 
ently fired at random, 
said Melton. 

“We sent 11 bodies to 
Montgomery (the state 
capital),” said Robert 
Preachers, the coroner in 


neighbouring Coffee 
County who said he knew 
most of the victims in¬ 
cluding the killer. 

“He (McLendon) was a 
nice quiet kid, no trouble. 
He was always polite and 
nice,” Preachers said. 

Asked about a possible 
motive, he said: “He car¬ 
ried it with him to the 
grave.” 

Rural southeastern Ala¬ 
bama is a largely agricul¬ 
tural area with many low- 
income families.

Trouble ahead: IMF 


Canada's economy may get worse, fund warns 


Canada’s economic output 
“is likely to contract signif¬ 
icantly in the near term” 
before recovering as gov¬ 
ernment stimulus starts to 
gain traction, the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund 
warned yesterday. 

Canada is “better placed 
than many countries to 
weather the global finan¬ 
cial turbulence,” the IMF 
said, citing the country’s 
low debt-to-GDP ratio, sta¬ 
ble banking system and 
the fiscal stimulus in the 
federal budget. 

But the IMF also warned 
“downside risks predomi¬ 
nate, including negative 
spillovers if the global en¬ 
vironment worsens more 
than expected.” 

The IMF’s most recent 
projection sees the Canadi¬ 
an economy shrinking by 
1.2 per cent this year, be¬ 
fore rebounding by 1.6 per

cent in 2010. 

Also yesterday, a briefing 
note from the office of the 
parliamentary budget 
watchdog, Kevin Page, 
warned the economy is 
weaker than suggested by 
inflation-adjusted GDP, 
which measures the total 
value of goods and services 
produced in the country 
and is often used to gauge 
Canada’s fortunes. 

Last week, Statistics 


Canada reported Canada’s 
real GDP contracted at an 
annualized rate of 3.4 per 
cent in the fourth quarter 
of 2008, compared with 
the previous quarter. On 
that basis, Canada fared 
better than many other in¬ 
dustrialized countries. 

But Page’s report said a 
better indicator of Cana¬ 
da’s economic fortunes is 
real gross domestic in¬ 
come, or GDI, which cap¬ 
tures the purchasing pow¬ 
er of income that is created 
in Canada and accounts for 
changes in prices of ex¬ 
ports relative to imports. 

Canada’s real GDI fell by 
an annualized rate of 15.3 
per cent in the fourth 
quarter from the previous 
three months, far steeper 
than the 1.5 per cent drop 
reported in the U.S., the re¬ 
port said.

When you’ve whittled 
the collection down to a 
manageable size, establish 
a place for the toys, such as 
a stylish chest or bureau. 
Some people take the ap¬ 
proach of keeping toys in 
the playroom, or the 
child’s bedroom. But toys 
creep, so I think a better 
approach might be to pro¬ 
vide a neat container (per¬ 
haps a stylish ottoman) for 
a few toys in different 
rooms in the house. 

And teach your children 
to put things away. Easier 
said than done, I know. But 
kindergarten classroom 
teachers do it, and so can 
you. Use labels with words 
or pictures so they will 
know precisely what 
should go where. And be 
prepared to enforce the 
rule. 

For flooring or uphol¬ 
stery fabric, keep in mind 
the golden rule that dark 
colours and splotchy pat¬ 
terns hide dirt.

Wherever children are, 
spills and stains will hap¬ 
pen, so save yourself a lot of 
sponging and fretting and 
invest in washable slipcov¬ 
ers, especially for uphol¬ 
stered chairs in the dining 
room. Also have rules about 
where food can be eaten. 

As for beautiful things 
such as art pieces, do not 
deny yourself.

Economical and versatile, 
this humble winter 
storage vegetable stretch¬ 
es a long way. Whether 
green, red or savoy, this 
member of the Brassica 
family is related to kale, 
broccoli and cauliflower. 

Green is the most com¬ 
mon type of cabbage and 
popular for its crunchiness 
and mild flavour (except 
when overcooked). Red 
cabbage takes longer to 
mature than green 
cabbage, so they usually 
aren’t quite as tender. The 
colour of red cabbage can 
run when cooked and take 
on a bluish tinge. To 
prevent this, cook with a 
bit of lemon juice or vine¬ 
gar. The leaves of a Savoy 
cabbage are looser and 


more crinkled than regu¬ 
lar cabbage and have a 
more tender texture. The 
flavour is milder and 
sweeter. 

Colcannon or Bubble and 
Squeak 

In Ireland it is called col¬ 
cannon; in Britain, bubble 
and squeak for the sound 
it makes as it cooks. What¬ 
ever the name, it was a 


customary way to use up 
vegetables left over from 
Sunday dinner. Good with 
corned beef, ham or 
sausages, the amounts can 
vary to suit your leftovers 
or taste. Makes 4 to 6 serv¬ 
ings.

Marsala Chicken 
with Fennel 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 chicken, about 3 lbs 
(1.35 leg), cut into pieces 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
1 large leek, chopped 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds 
6 tablespoons (90 ml) 
Marsala wine 

2 cups (500 ml) chicken 
stock 

2 medium fennel bulbs, 
trimmed and cut into 
chunks 

2 cups (500 ml) shelled 
fresh or frozen peas 
Fresh juice of 1 lemon 
1 large egg, lightly beaten 
Salt and black pepper 
Chopped parsley 
Lemon zest shreds 

METHOD: 

1. Remove skin from 
chicken pieces. Season 
flour with salt and pepper 
to taste. Dust flour over 
chicken. 

2. Heat 1 tbsp (15 ml) oil in 
a large frying pan over 
medium heat. Add leek, 
parsley, and fennel seeds 
and saute 5 minutes until 
leek is soft, stirring 
frequently. Remove from 
pan; set aside. 

3. Heat remaining 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) oil in frying pan. 
Add chicken and saute un¬ 
til just golden, 6 to 7 min¬ 


utes. Remove chicken and 
set aside. Pour in Marsala 
and boil until reduced to 
about 2 tbsp (25 ml) of 
glaze. Pour in stock, and 
return leek mixture and 
dark meat chicken pieces 
and wings to the pan. Add 
fennel. Cover and simmer 
over low heat 10 to 15 
minutes. Add chicken 
breasts and simmer, cov¬ 
ered, 15 minutes or until 
all chicken pieces are ten¬ 
der and juices run clear 
when thickest part is 
pierced. Add peas for last 5 
minutes of cooking. 

4. Transfer chicken pieces 
and vegetables to serving 
bowl; keep warm. 

5. In small bowl, mix 
lemon juice into egg. 
Slowly add 4 tbsp (60 mL) 
hot cooking liquid to 
lemon and egg mixture, 
stirring. Slowly stir back 
into liquid in frying pan. 
Return chicken and 
vegetables to pan and 
warm through, on very 
low heat so sauce does not 
curdle. Season to taste and 
garnish with parsley and 
shreds of lemon zest.
